The python is owned by John Fran- 


cis, the veteran Decatur carnival and 
circus man. He bought it a short 
time ago from one of the big circus 
side-shows, paying $300 for it. Since 
that time he has been offered $700 for 
the serpent. 


IS XOX-POISOXOUS. 


The python is a non-poisonous rep- 


tile and kills its prey by wrapping it 
in its folds. According to Mr. Fran- 
cis it is gentle and easy to handle and 
has never given a single Indication 
of being vicious. Mr. Francis had a 
dwarf, 
nick-named, "Shorty" with 


him on the road and the midget took 
care of the snake. 
He almost lived 


with it, and the reptile never offer- 
ed to do him any harm. 


The python 
weighs 
about 
350 


pounds. At the center of its body it 
is about a foot 
in diameter. One 


glance at it is enough to show that 
it could easily crush out a man's life 
if he were caught in its folds. Fran- 
cis feeds it chickens about every 
three weeks. The chickens are sim- 
ply thrown into the pit where the 
snake Is and it does the rest. 
The 


chickens are swallowed whole.

The python is often called a boa 


constrictor.

Both grow to huge size and neither 
is poisonous.

.lust ended was not far from normal, 
2.71 Inches, Just .31 of an Inch more 
than the yearly average for the same 
month. 


The absence of snow during the

FIT DELEGATES TO CONVENTION 


Editor Review.—I note that some 


folks are beginning to consider the 
matter of the selection of delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention to 
be held the coming summer and I 
have heard expressions of opinions 
as to the kind or character of these 
who should 
be sent from 
tho 2Sth 


District which rather Jarred me. I 
have heard names of persons sug- 
gested as delegates simply for the 
reason 
that they were 
personally 


popular and could be elected, or, be- 
cause- they were entitled to recogni- 
tion on account of party service. I 
am constrained to suggest that none 
of these reasons should appeal to our 
people. 


Popularity, 
as 
generally under- 


stood, does not necessarily mean real 
worth. Curiously, but truly, as a. rule 
many real orators nre too fond of 
the sound of their own voices, and 
will talk too often and as a conse- 
quence, wll soon be far less influ- 
ential than those who talk le<.s and 
study more. I have observed 
this 


truth especially in deliberative bod- 
ies. 


Party service it seems to me should 


be over looked in tbis instance, par- 
tisanship being out of place In such 
a contention, and it Is hoped that In 
the selection of our delegates, party 
politics will be really and truly ad- 
journed. 


Our delegates 
should 
be men of 


sound judgment, and possessed of a 
practical knowledge of the workings 
and requirements of municipalities 
and of our complex revenue systems, 
especially. 
These 
are 
presumably, 


two of the greatest questions which 
will b« before that convention, and 
will require much study. 


Chicago and other cities nre in ab- 


solute need ot legislation now denied 
by our out-of-date constitution. At 
the same time, the great city on the 
lake ia likely to be prominently be- 
fore the convention with greater de- 
mands than^ thould be granted in 
justice to the state at large. Our 
delegates 
should 
be 
sufficiently 


broad to favor Just demands, but with 
sufficient 
ptamla to oppose those 


which are unjust. The machinery of 
our courts and elections must also 
be aided by action of the conven- 
tion. 


Because of the 
bigness 
of these 


matters, it should bo impressed up- 
on us that our delegates should not 
be LAZY men. In revenue matters 
and municipal affairs, it seems to 
me that the examination and study 
of reports made recently In numer- 
ous states by commissions of ex'perts 
appointed for the purpose, and the 
deep study 
of 
new 
constitutions 


adopted In quite ^number of states 
within the last few years, is of the 
utmost Importance, and such labor 
(and It is laborious) cannot be best 
performed by persons too fond of 
taking things easily. Ono cannot suc- 
cessfully wrestle with such problems 
In a hotel lobby. 


It Is not my intention to suggest 


candidates for the convention, other 
than to repeat that they should be 
the type of men who, when they 
dictum a question do not accept the 
dictum of somebody else but who go 
on digging and delving until they can 
give good reasons for the conclusions 
they will reach, Bob Vail and Tom 
Samuels are of this type, and when 
I say that, It Is understood that my 
reference to them is only as to the 
Type, for It Is my belief that Maoon 
county should not seek to deprive 
our sister counties In this district 
of their .right to a representative In 
that convention. 


I hope by this screed to evoke a 


discussion, or at least to start the 
consideration of the matter of dele- 
gates to that very important conven- 
tion
